Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4-5, 7- 1 9, 2 1 and 23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination comb electrode patterns 
wherein the opposing portions are not sharp (Claim 9). With regards to the independent claims 
1,2, 19 and 23 the prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in 
combination a high resistance pattern formed to surround a peripheral portion of the chip 
substrate and a plurality of patterns formed to connect the high resistance pattern; and a coating 
film covering the comb electrodes is connected to the ground electrode terminal by an extension 
of the coating film conductive material. Therefore, the limitations contained on claims 1, 2, 9, 
19 and 23 are considered to be in condition of allowance.
